PRINCIPAL FEATURES OF 
POLICE PROBE YESTERDAY 


Statement by Jack Sutter that a year ago he had been robbed of 
$1050 by Lee Berry; that Detective Coleman told him he 
could not find Berry; that he saw Berry himself and Berry 
told him the money had been cut three ways between 
Detective Coleman, Chaplain and himself. 

Affiidavits by Carmen Daly and May Smith, secured by a Bulletin 
reporter and Chief Detective Kroning, that Wheeler told 
them to pay $100 < month and they could run; that if they 
did not pay they would be ‘‘sloughed.’’ That they refused 
and were arrested or ‘‘sloughed’’ by Detective Seymour who 
said ‘‘The chief sent me down."’ 

That Walker Turner of the Douglas club told them there was 
a proposition afoot to let 28 houses run and they could be one 
of the 28 by paying $100 and that this street (Kinistino Ave.) 
was for the houses; that a dark complexioned hook nosed man 
would ccllect. 
That a Mr. Moore or Mohr of the Canadian American Furni- 
ture Co, took them to the Namayo Wine and Spirit Co. where 
an old man said ‘‘You can pay $100 but Booth gces over the 
chief's head,’' and ‘‘Hector is down seeing the chief now.’’

Two star witnesses were called in, Commissioner Booth and Silas H.

Later Mr, Aspinall sought to show 
that because the collier rammed her- 
self straight into the liner for twelve 
feet, the Storstad must have been go- 


ing at a high rate of speed, while the 
liner was stationary, because if the 
coal boat was going siow the only

Captain An- 
derson, of the Storstad, who was sit- 
ting in the rear of the court, was ask- 
ed about it and replied in the nega- 
tive. The witness admitted that the 
ship was unloaded at night at Mon- 
treal.

Time Was Important. 

“Time was apparently important 
then?” commented the attorney. 

Tuftenes concluded that it seemed 
to be. He denied that the Storstad 
was navigated in the fog for one hour 
and a half prior to first seeing the 
masthead lights of the Empress. When 
the light came into view, he said, the 
Empress was about six miles away 
and one and a half points on the Stor- 
stad’s port bow. She was pursuing 
a course across the collier’s bows,
